The Liverpool 'Courier' says:— If, 
aa most porsoua ouHpoct, the numer- 
ous big jewel robberies from private 

■ ,!;:-bouaea,iOiIjondoa withia the last few 
• irionths have been planned and carried 
out by the hjiqio baud of dGSporddoes, 
the reward of ,£500 just oil'ored by the 
Earl of Egmout for tljo iipprolieusiou of 
tko burglars who entered his reaidenco 
at Banstead last week, is hardly likely 
to load to the result which his lord- 
ship desires. Not one robbery of this 
class has been found out since the 
Countess of Dudley's jowol cnao was 
so cleverly convoyed away at Padding- 
' *bn'Statioii last year. The Earl of 
Egmont estimates his lost at jCi.OOO 
to £5,000. The articles gone include 
twenty rings, half a dozen diamond 
brooches, eight or nine bracelets (one 
pair set with 150 stones), a similar 
number of earrings and lookets, with 
three Tery-Taluable watches. In read- 
ing over the list of this nobleman's 
loses it ■will strike most people that 

- ' h'e'faight at least have taken a little 
more care of such costly trinkets. In 
this, as in so luany other cases, all 
that the, thieves had to do was to wait 
r I ;Ui]ttU(the< family had assembled at din- 
ner, and then to place a ladder to a 
bedroom window, skip lightly in, and 
ransack drawers and cusos for the 
costly plunder ready to their hands.

A- ;\yiesbaden correspondent writes 
to the 'Standard':— No.doubt, to many 
of your readers who made a trip up 
the Rhine, the small town of 
Caub, the historical spot where Mar- 
shall Blucher crossed the river on the 
1st January, 1814, is well known 
through its splendid scenery and the 
wine that grows there. For the last 
- few years the people have noticed that 
. 'part of one of the mountains — at the 
foot of which whole streets are situ- 
ated — had movttd about two feet 
downwards, forming vertical crevices 
of which the bottom could not be as- 
<■ : eertained. ■ The • numerous petitions 
' sunt to the Government in Berlin, in 
which attention was drawn to the 
imminent danger, induced the au- 
thorities to erect a wall thirty feet 
thick about a hundred yards above 
the houses, in order to prevent the 
- , ■v^ ;ro'oks<irom-roUiDg down and orushiug 
" '''ttiem. iHis wall wm built six months 
ago, and since that time the miners, 
about thirty in number, working near 
the summit of the mountain for slate, 
were ordered to throw their rubbi^ih 
down in the direction of the guardian 
. '.'yJAlh F.^ipll accumulated in time to 
\ : itniehbrniou^' mass. ' Whatever reason 
'' " the Government may have had for 
giving this order, it is certain the 
public will not be convinced of the 
propriety of the measure, the more so 
as the valley on the left side might 
have been purchased and used for 
' heaping up'the' waste, whereby, at all 
events, no houses would have been 
eudaugorod or lives last. Last Friday 
night, shortly before 12 o'clock, the 
inhabitants were alarmed by the bells 
and the night watchman, as well as 
by the cries of the people, that a por- 
■ tion of the mountain was rolling down, 
and everybody hastened to the i)liico 
called the Kalkgrubo, whore a sight 
as terrible as over mankind witnessed 
presented itself. In consequence of 
the heavy rain during the last few 
weeks immense masses of slate sud- 
V.' 'aebiy.^a've way above and came down 
with tremendous force against the 
guardian wall, wliieli gave way with a 
terrible crash, together with the im- 
mense heap of waste slate that was 
piled up against it. In a few 
aedonds afterwards no fewer than eight 
houses, with tbuir 27 sleeping inhnbi 
tants, were euliroly buried in the de- 
bris. Three porHons who happened 
to be up and heard the peculiar noise 
in t|ie back ;^0U8ep had just time to 
esoupe. The scene that followed is 
"r„':;Wit|Aely td-be described — the screaius 
of about two thousand men and wo- 
men who surrounded the entrances of 
the only two narrov/ streets leading to 
the place of disaster, combined with 
the cries for help and -expressions of 
fear that still greater accidents might 
over moment occur, wore for some 
time deafening. Order prevailed at 
[ . last, and the men sot to work, although 
it was pitch durk.to release their buri- 
ed friends and neighbours. Several 
dead bodies were got out,- and at last 
' accounts eighteeB-per8onaiiJiW0rS "Btill 
imprisoned, dead or alive.

To that of- 
fice there should be attached an ofli- 
cer whose esp.fi'^i'il ^^^i' would be to 
look after'th§|,Aaterests of immigrants 
who may desire -to settle in the coun- 
try and who may wish to bo informed 
as to its climate, resources and gener- 
al characteristics. When we say that 
Victoria city is the proper place foi 
an immigration office' and an officer 
we don't mean James Bay. Wo mean 
the very heart of the city— amongst 
tho hotels— near the wharves, if you 
will, where the ofiicer may be acces- 
sible to inquirers at certain specified 
hours of each day. . "We are pejBuaded 
that hundreds of persons have landed 
at this port who needed only encour- 
agement and information to induce 
them to settle permanently in tho 
Province; but who, finding neither, 
have crossed the Sound and become 
citizens of a foreign country.

Mr. Mara, the senior member for Yale 
district, has introduced a bill to oonsoli- 
diite'aad amend the existing laws re spoot- 
ing the branding and marking of cattle, 
and for tho bettor prevention of cattle 
stealing on tho Mainland. The Act of 
1875 18 hereby repealed; several of its 
general clauses are, however, re-onaoted 
and the following, amongst mopj. new 
features are hitroducoU. (Pattle brtuiding 
is made oompuhory and'tho' diStinotive' 
brands of tho various cattle owners have 
to bo registered with aii otlicer appointed 
to receive rogistraiiona, that otfieer being 
required to hand a copy of his registra- 
tion list to every Juatioo of tho Peaeo 
within his district ut least once every sis 
months. Ifa is imperative to brand before 
a certain day, and oaltle not so branded 
shall be beld.tp be stray cattlo and liable 
to sale. .The power to sell stray oattlo 
whether branded or not. is by the Act, 
conferred on tho iioarost JuRtico of the 
Peace (after duo notice by advortiHoment) 
not as by tho old Act on the lindor there- 
of, and .'the Jastioo of the Peace has tho 
power to appoint an auctioneer for tho 
purpose. On tho petition of at least two- 
thirds of tho cattle owners ?f tho dis- 
trict all tho cattlo owners shall bo order- 
ed to cause their cattle to bo horded, pro- 
tection being thus nfTordod to winter 
ranges. Horses over •! years old are not 
required to bo branded; but on the sale 
of cattle a re-brand is required of the 
purchaser, Persons killing cattle shall 
not destroy the skins or cH'aco tliebrauds 
thereon for at least 6 days — subject to a 
penalty of §50. No one, other tiiau In- 
dians, shall graze oattlo on the Crown 
Lauds in the Province, unloHs he is a 
personal resident and holder of land in 
the Province, any other ijorson so doing 
is rendered liable to heavy penalty. 
Tbi8'olatl8^ of course, will aflect foreign 
cattlo tlrovors, In tho event of any dis- 
piito arising a Justice of tlio Peace is 
antlioriz'jd to adj udicatfl.tlio County Court 
Judgo being thus spared many cosoa of 
detail. The Act is one of much import- 
ance to up-ioonntry stock raisers. 

""iienJBIU. 

Mr. Smith has introduced an Act to es- 
tablish Lions in favor of mechanics, la- 
borers and others. Amongst other things 
it provides that any person who may take 
or accept a collateral Boourity, in dis- 
charge of a contract for .work done, or 
material furnished, shall not be entitled 
to a lien upon the building, and'Iand up- 
on whioh tho snmo is erected for said la- 
bor or material. Also.tbatany laborer or 
mechanic working for a contractor, eitlior 
in the construction of a road, bridge, 
wharf or apy other structure shall have a 
lien upon such' building, and upon tho 
land to the extent of the interest of the 
owner of the building, etc.. in said land, 
upon which tho building, etc., in erected. 
Any person wishing to secure such a lion 
sliall tile in tho County Court notice 
I thereof. A laborer or meebanio employ- 
ed by a contractor may notify the owner 
of the building, etc., on which ho is 
wor^Bg that he. holds him responsible 
for his wrfges and "the owner shall be 
liable for such oloims;" and tho owner 
shall withhold from the contractor a suf- 
ficient sum of money to moot such claims. 
Tho laborer or mechanic may enforoo hts 
lion iu «uy Court of conpetont jurisdic- 
tion, and in default of pa3'mout the judgo 
may direct the sale of the property against 
which tho lion is justly held. Any num- 
ber of laborers may join together and iu- 
force thir liens in one action; the defen- 
dant may, however, in an netiou give a 
bond of security for tho amounts claimed 
and thereby release his property from 
lions. The bill is intended to operate on 
brid£:os, roads, mines, farms, fisheries, 
ditnhes, fiumes, and aqueduots as well as 
on other structures.

Vol'antary Conveyances 
Bill. 

TIio hon. Mr. Elliott is the introducer 
df this Bill which amends tho existing 
laws respecting Voluntary Convey- 
ances. It enacts that notwithstanding 
provisions to tho contrary no conveyance, 
grant, charge, lease, estate, incumbrance, 
limitation of use or uaog, which is execut- 
ed in good faitli, and duly rogistered in 
tho proper Land Kogistiy Ollice before 
tho execution of the. conveyance to and 
boforo the creation^of any binding con- 
tract for the oonvoyance to any -snbse- 
queut purchaser from tho same grantor of 
tho same lands, tenements, or herdita- 
ments.or any part or jiarcol theroof.or auy 
rent, profit, or commodity, in or out of tho 
same, shall bo deemed or takou to 
bo, merely bv tho reason of tho absence 
of a valuable consideration, . void, frus- 
trate, or of non efTeot,as against such pur- 
chaser, or his heirs, executors, adminis- 
tors,or assigns, or anv person claiming by, 
from, or under any of them.

Mr. Smith has introduced a Bill to 
mako better provision for tho fencing of 
land. It is a!ff} simile of the Act now on 
tho St/itute B6ok,'pa88ed inthfeyear 18G9, 
with this important. exoeptioni Clause 7 
of tlio 18('i'.) Act ronilers'it 'pdrmissivo, in 
other words it bus no operation in any 
district unless two-thirds of tho resident 
landowners or occupiers of such district 
petition for its operation. Mr. Hniitli's 
Bill d^rops this clause, and by such omis- 
sion becomes compulsory, or'in effect de- 
prives any landowner, who neglects to 
erect a fenco aa required by tho Act, of 
tlio right to claim damages for trespass or 
to impound stray oattle found' on his 
land.

Ffactical Suggestions. 

"Victoria, April 22il. 
Editor Colonist: — Of late, quite a 
iniinbor of immigrants have arrived in 
this city, either in search of employ, 
meiit or farmers wanting laud for 
farming purpoaos. They have found 
upon tlioir arrival that there was no 
rospou.siijlo person to whopi ^jSey 
could make application for inforhm- 
tiou which would help them in obtain- 
ing employment or direct tboin to lo- 
caUties in which they might find land 
suitable for farming.' Strungora have 
been asking persons ou the street for 
iuforiuation, and I have had some 
coming to me during the past weak 
asking for help in such matters. Now, 
Mr. Editor, cannot wo do something 
to help tho immigrant ou his arrival 
hero by establishing an office whoio 
sueh information could bo given froo 
of charge. We would greatly benetlt 
tho applicant; also, our beautiful 
coautiy"? This need the farming class 
much in this country, for a very largo 
sum of money every year goes to the 
States for grain, &c., when we ought 
to be raising such ourselves. This 
ought to induce us to try and aid 
the immigrant fanner as much as pos- 
sible by giving him suitable informa- 
tion ou his arrival. In San Francisco 
there is an "Iiumigratioa Bureau" 
whore all particulars as to land or em- 
ployment are cheerfully given free of 
charge to the applicant. They also 
keep a free register for registering 
farms for sale or rent, thus the mau 
seeking land is brought into direct 
communication with those having such 
for sale. Why should Victoria bo 
without such an office, and thus lead 
the immigrant to believe we do not 
want him here. We have plenty of 
good land to cultivate. Let us show 
the farmer whore it is and how he can 
best reach it, and thus benolit both 
hiui and ourselves by his labours. 

If you would kindly call public at- 
tention to this mtitter it may induce 
either the Government or some private 
persons to move in tho matter. My 
impression is tho citizens ought to 
take bold of it, then no doubt the 
Government would help. Anyhow, 
Mr. Editor, let us do something in 
the matter.

before sitting down. The people who 
iu the West had anxiously watched 
the .Qoufodorpiio4',|,of Ontiada in the 
Easti'^had done soiwith iho expecta- 
tion. of .the Confederation of Canada iu 
the West,- nnd the preparation of the 
people of the west for that uniou. He 
remarked upon tbo opposition thore 
was to the taking iu of British Col- 
umbia by the Hiidson Bay Oompany, 
antl' tii'e officials who ' Uaa TiOeb. sont 
there by Dowuing-streefc. It hence 
became necessary to convince tho peo- 
ple of British Columbia they would bo 
bonetittod, aud among tho iuduce- 
meuta held out by tho advocates of 
the proposition'was that of a railway 
in some respects similar to what was 
being given to Now Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia. To oppose tho Union 
with IBritisb Columbia American emis- 
saries wore sent out, and even the 
great Seward himself had ' said that 
the purchase of Alaska was to sand- 
wich in British Columbia and force ou 
her absorption by tho United Statos. 
To prevent this it became uocoBsary 
to act promptly, and a delegation to 
Ottawa .was appointed: One of tho 
conditions asked for was the graving 
dock; another the Pacific Railway; aud 
a stipuliitioii was luiulo that for ten 
yoar.4 tho cxistiug larilV should bo con- 
tinued, and curiously enough, ton 
years was the time jtipulated for the 
coustruction-of . the, road. Subsequent- 
ly, however— and he was bound iu 
justice to the late Government to say 
so— the stipulation was modified to 
say that the road should, if possible, 
bo built iu ten yours, but if not, it 
should be constructed as quickly as 
possible. The lute Government did 
act promptly, and before the Union 
was completed tho clink of the sur- 
veyors' chains was heard laying out tho 
lino. British Columbia was, .the key 
to the Par-ific seabdardf>-4h'd in the 
achievdinejit the late Government did 
auieiitremely patriotic work. What 
would the great North-west be with- 
out tho prospect of a railway ? If Lord 
Selkirk bud taken his settlers where 
they were close to a railway ho ven- 
tured to say bhej ,j!P'ildr,''l',a v.Pf08per- 
Ous colony ,'Mndtcaa of'-which they, 
wero'suh^isting upon the products of 
tho soil with the prospect oi a railway. 
Ho would say that he looked upon the 
failure of the Allan scheme as a 
national calamity, and for their course 
in this matter ho should always look 
thankfully upon Sir John Macdonald. 
It was well known that tho terms of 
uuicn .were such aa ho had indicated, 
but for party purposes they had been 
misinterpreted, and Mr.Edgarhad'be^in 
sent to treat with the British Columbia 
Government, and to obtain something 
whioh could be obtained in tho inter- 
est of party and not for the public 
good. Negotiations had not been 
carried out with much grace on either 
side, and suddenly the Premier recall- 
ed his emissary. A deputation ' was 
sent to Ottawa, and the matter was 
aftorwands referred to tho Im- 
perial Government, the result being 
what was known as the Carnarvon com- 
promise. Lork Curnaivon was deputed 
to act with the oohsent of , .both par- 
ties. In proof of the fact that the 
Canadian Government had not acted 
vigorously in tho construction of the 
railway he cited Lord Carnarvon, who 
said that increased vigor ought to be 
displayed. As to tho railway from 
Nanaimo to Esquimalt, despite any 
agreement which might be entered 
into, he held that this road must be 
part aud parcel of the Pacific Railway. 
It was understood that this road was 
agreed to. Unfortunately for British 
Columbia a feud took place in the 
Canadian Parliament. A feud took 
place between the Blakoites and the 
Brownites, which was subsoquoutly 
settled ou tho condition that tho for- 
mer should give up their then existing 
oitran, British Columbia being made 
the holocaust. The BiirfoT the riil' 
way Wus defeated by two votes, both 
of which were followers and support- 
ers of tho present Governiuont, The 
bacrffico was olVored and peace was 
restored, and tho next thing was the 
Minute of Counbil of September 13th, 
which remained seven weeks before it 
was forwarded to British Columbia. 
For ambiguity ho bad seen nothing 
equal to this. When the Minuto came 
out to British Columbia tho wisest 
men of tho Province jiut their heads 
tQg^tiier, six men asserting that Mr. 
Mackenzie would not break faith, aud 
that this $7.50,000 was offered in view 
of any delay which might occur. That 
^liuuto produced a rojoiuder, whioh, 
in tho iiaino of tho thou Govcvnmout 
and people of British Columbia, ho 
desired to' Bay was in no way intended 
as offensive. The last rejoinder was, 
however, like that of tho pot calling 
tho kettle black. At iirst it was said 
the 57.50,000 wiw in viow of possible 
deliiys. Three days after it was dis- 
tinctly said that it wa:j to oorapousiite 
for the abandonmen' of the Nanaimo 
and Esquimalt Roud, the last dotor- 
miimtior arrived at by tho Govern- 
mont. This, ho rogroltod to say, was 
total .repudiation. It meant the loss 
of the Esquimalt branch, the l08S of 
the $750,000, and the entrenchment 
of the Govornmont behind the Order 
in Council, which regretted tho position 
taken by British Columbia, aud said 
thai it only remuiuod for the road to 
bo built as quickly as possible. He 
concluded by moving, '•'Ttiftt.tb^ ^bn- 
struction of tbd'l^yild BaSlwaj'-baying 
formed! the priaoipal oonditib^ "tip^n 



which British Columbia enterjBdp^^tbe 

Canadian Coufodoratioii, every ' reas- 
onable effort should have been made 
by the Goverumeut of tho Dominion 
to satisfy tbo people of that Province 
that faith would be kept- with them; 



but this House regrets to find that 
whilst incurring or ready to incur im- 
mediately expenditures of several 
millions of dollars not needed or of 
doubLful utility, the Govorument has 
failed to proceed vigorously with tho 
construction of our great national in- 
terocaanio rai.hvay, which is so essen- 
tial to the material advauiiemeut of all 
the Provinces of tho Dominion, as 
well as to tho early consolidation of 
political and social union among the 
whole people." During the course of 
bis rciuirks Mr. Carrall protesteu his 
loyalty to Great Britain, as also that 
of tho people of tho Province. 

Mr. Lotellior did not think one 
portion of this motion would h&. ob- 
]W|g^Ut3jj.^u|i^gegard to the rest he 
did not thinK uvrouid go unopposed. 
He affirmed that continuously and 
vigorously surveys had been made, 
and tho Government had done its ut- 
most to secure the end in view. On 
the whole the general tenor of the 
hon. gpncleman's' /;pp^ephi. would be 
well received'in advocating the cause 
of his Province. It was wrong to say 
that Canada was not proceeding as it 
should with the work. The railway 
was provided for by treaty, andj Gov- 
ernment would proceed with it as' 
raindly as possibly. It had been pro- 
vided, not iu the Union Act, but ia 
another resolution, that this road 
Huouid be built without an increase of 
taxation, and this Government was 
doing its iitmost to^do.so,,.' .It was true 
that this condition 'was'not'^airt'of the 
Act, but it was rei^resented that this 
was a security which had been made. 
Sir H. Allan had failed in raising his 
money in England because he did not 
oftor proper securities. He would say 
no more on this head. As to Mr. Ed- 
gar's visit, thought that, iHej Gov- 
ernmeiiii aid'HgbUIn-^ehditi^A him to 
negotiate with the .British Oolumbi- 
uns. 

Mr. Campbell said that in a speech 
delivered by him in 1871 he stated 
that the ten years' limit war^a^ly a.n 
evidence of good faith, but it was not 
intended to carry out the work in the 
face of insuperable obstacles. 

Mr. Letellier — Then that provision 
is equally binding. Now, his hon. 
friend had spol en of the revenue of 
his Province. He would not desire to 
belittle that Province, but he- desired 
to call attention to a'few figures. Since 
1871-72 the revenue from British 
Columbia had been ^1,879,000, with 
an expenditure of ^53,083, 000, leaving 
a deficiency of. ?i;204,000. Over 
$870,000 had be^'WciJendeiii' on the 
Pacific Railway ydiUm the Province, 
making a total excess of .expenditiife 
over revenue of $2,08()7(JtlD'"fflnce the 
entrance of the Province in Confeder- 
ation. 

Mr. Carrall asked why this money 
for the Pacific should be charged 
against British Columbia. 

Mr. lietellier said he simpiy men- 
tioned this to show ' that tooney had 
been spent in British Columbia. He 
could not see why the Government 
should bo charged with a broach of 
faith because it had not got into blind 
expenditures, and hence surveys had 
to be made.. For over two years sur- 
veyors had been continually at work, 
and he believed the course of the 
Government had the approval of tho 
country. The Government, he affirm- 
ed, had done its utmost to carry out 
the work in view of the intention of 
the law and the time and mode of con- 
structing the road. The hon. gentle- 
man had spoken of loyalty. He deem- 
ed it unnecessary that he should have 
done so. 

Mr. Carrall said be affirmed his 
loyalty, and did so again in tho face 
of higli heaven.''" • 

Mr. Letellier went on to speak of 
the references made tp two supporto rs 
of the Government,' who had voted 
against the Nanaimo branch, remark- 
ing that throo gontloinon who had 
been members of the late Government 
4ad opposed it;. ]?e woiildl not say 
that suc'h' woiild have been the case, 
but he remarked to the hon. goutlomau 
from British Columbia that it might 
have been that tho Nanaimo branch 
would not have been defeated had ho 
not addressed tho House as ho did on 
the subject. At any rate ho hud been 
told so by several honi gentleman 

Mr. Cornwall hold that British Col- 
umbia had been badly treated, but 
had this Govorument when it came in- 
to power risen to the importance of 
the situation tho complications which 
now existed-would not have occurred. 
He detailed tho circumstances v/hich 
had procodod tho advent of British 
Columbia iuto tho Dominion she was 
iiiforincd that Canada would bo hard- 
ly likely to carry out her.engagements. 
But British Columbia' was a Crown 
colony, inhabited for- the most part by 
Erigliahineu accustomed to rely upon 
tbu dosiro of tho Govoruniont to carry 
out thoir pvomises. Unfortunately 
tho predictions had come true. The 
defeat of tbo late Government had 
boon brought about by a prostitution 
of position such as had never before 
boon seen, aud which it would take 
them years to livo down. Tho pre- 
sent Govornmont bad developed a 
weak and vacillating policy, and had 
shown a want of capacity for tho posi- 
tion" wKioh they were oalidd upon to 
fulfil. In rogiird to the Nanaimo Bill ro- 
jectcdinthi9Houso,ho charged that the 
Governmont had not loyally supported 
it, having pi'aotically left it to tako 
care of itself, while two of its moat 
prominent aqd, 0QnB.iiitie|)^u supipbrters 
hM voted against ifc. ''i:\r,w: \ 



vinced by the argfumorit&^ofTiiS leader 
of the hon. gentlemen. 

Mr, Cornwall held that if they de- 
sired it tho Government iaigl)t,xoadily 
have carried it. .As to the Minute of 
September last, it nught have been 
the production oTSjieSSSS-class soli- 
tor, and it was so obscure that even 
the Government had been led to inter- 
preting it one way .one day and an- 
other way the uoxt. Tho precious do- 
cument whi^h had last been issued by 
the Privy Cduucil was nothing more 
than a piece of special pleading, wich 
no promise to build the road. Had the 
Government desired to cany out the 
bargain with British Columbia they 
would have acted differently. British 
Columbia would have inet them half 
way, and none of the present ''^difficul- 
ties would have occuiTod. He did not 
believe that tho result would be seces- 
sion, but that the people of Canada 
would themselves insist iipon the car- 
rying out of -the contract.- Oanadians 
had'reason to be proud of "thi'a'i coun- 
try, which extended from tiae 'Atlantic 
to the Pacific, and he did not think a 
Canadian would be found so mean and 
contemptible as not to dosite to hand 
down inviolate the country which was 
his own, aud which he hoped to be- 
queath as the heritage of his children. 

Mr. Eeod held that the Government 
had endeavored to carry out its pledg- 
es, and there was no reason for Brit- 
ish Columbia to.beUevs.thafc.faith was 
not being kept<lWan;5fhe1rJi.*He cited 
Mr. Fleming's reports, and said that 
the most exhiiustive surveys must bo 
made before anything was attempted. 
If tho Government attempted to locate 
without them the result would be dis- 
'ftstrous. . i 1",, / •.-./^fi 

Mr. MacphersOii'Said it was quite 
evident that the Government had made 
very long delays in the work. He had 
favored the construction of the 
road by •= Government . either through 
commission 'Or ■ by the Department 
of - Public Works. He feared that 
otheriyiso it might be built in such a 
Way as would not be to tho advantage 
of the Dominion. On April 17th, 
1873, he submitted a series of resolu- 
tions on this subject,^' and'^^-'di^ressed 
bis belief that if the ' roiid had been 
construclie'd in the way he proposed 
both Canada and British Columbia 
would have been satisfied. In speak- 
ing to his resolutions ho suggested 
that a line should have been at once 
commenced ir9;n j^Pjeiti^9f^ to Port 
Garry; tdsoirom the PaciBo coast in- 
land, in the meantime the general sur- 
vey between Nipissing and the Pacific 
to be goneon with, Ho believed that much 
money had been thrown away on sur- 
veys. He had opposed the Esquimalt 
branch becauSe of its inutility and be- 
cause it was a bribe to British Colum- 
bia. It was not part of the Pacific 
project, and he had felt it was simply 
an. expenditure offered to British Col- 
umbia, not because it woald have been 
of any service; Subsequently $750,000 
of a sop in default of this Nanaimo 
branch had been offered iu considera- 
tion of an indefinite postponement. 
Had such a proposition been made 
heie he should not have- hesitated to 
oppose it. He believed that this road 
should be built, and ah a long dis- 
tance, but a little ahead of 
settlement. He felt that the negotia- 
tions with British Cplutabia had, not been 
condiidted'xhl a spirit-.worthy -of Brit- 
ish Obltimbi'a.' He regretted the last 
Order in Council, and had read it with 
pain, feeling that it was not in accord- 
ance with what should bo tho feelings 
of the Dominion. Time had been 
wasted in negotiation, and he was 
convinced thatdiad' some', work been 
done British Cdltinibia would have 
been satisfied. Ho trusted that in 
tho future a different course would bo 
adopted, one which would not tend to 
the dissatisfaction of that Province. 

On motion of Hon. Mr. Macdonald 
(British Columbia) the debate^ was ad- 
jouirii'ed until Wednesday: '

To kill the Chancellor is trea- 
son as to kill the Queen. Lord Bacon 
was the greatest of ]Dolitical intellects, 
the friend of Elizabeth and James I, 
a reputed author of Shakespeare, and 
patron of Bon. Johnson, rich, 
learned and. noble. Ho had tho 
greatest ;• office- , in the"' laud, had 
beaten Si^ Edward .Goke'm rivalry, ro- 
coived rich presents iind.ldgaoies, and 
married rich. 'Yet,- giving way to vo- 
luptuous improvidence in the year 
1G21, ho took bribes direct, to the 
number of 21 cases,in £iOO and in an- 
other deJOO.sx^P.nblia'CBXoitement ran 
so high that Bacon's health failed like 
Belknap's spirit, and even King James 
was alarmed and iusistod that ho 
should plead guilty, wlilch ho did, as 
follows: 

"I do plainly and ingeniously con- 
fess that I am guilty of oorraption and 
renounoe*all defenoev - *^ * I be- 
seech your lordship to be morciTul to 
a broken reed." 

He was sontenood to pay a ftae of £40,- 
OqQiand go:tei j9il.'.both; 9f grhioh penal- 
ties were remitted, but he never recover- 
od standing again, although it was an ago 
of prosentf. and bribes. Bacon booamo so 
poor that ho wiia refused beer by a noble- 
man near his obsonre lodgings, and yot 
ho protested that, though guilty, he was 
the most honest ChanooUor England had 
known.— tfcK/i.
